This is in response to the one-month action of March 1 1, 2003. 

Restriction was required to one of Group I (Claim 1), Group II (Claims 2-9), Group m 
(Claims 10-20), Group IV (Claim 21) and Group V (Claim 22). 
ELECTION : 

The undersigned provisionally elects Group I (Claim 1), with traverse. 

Traverse is on the basis that all of the groups should require the same area of search. 
Thus the groups do not have independent classification and the independent requirement of 35 
U.S.C. 121 is not met. Withdrawal of the restriction requirement and examination of all claims i 
requested. 



It is noted that if Claim 1 is found patentable over prior art, then Claims 2-9 are also 
patentable over prior art. 
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
